UST imagine yourself getting ready
for a hunt ioto & Ane territory where
gnime In plentiful, This Is just what
happened to our party, componed of
Bob Hall, Louls Martin, Ye Beribbler,
“Slow" Coatwright (teamster) and
Henry the vook.

We left Del UJo on the morning of
the 28th of November and passed
over Into Mexico through the lttle
town of Lag Vacan where we had (o go through a
rigld examination, such ns paying duly on mer
ehaodise, ammunition and bonding our horses and
oulit,

We passed San Lorenta about 12 miles out from
Las Vacas, this place belng the headquarters ranch
for the pastures which contain the eattie of Gen.
Lorensa Gonzales Trevenlo. This place s stocked
mostly with well.brod steers which comd up te
the standard along with our Amerlean oattle

After traveling abouat 16 miles and still in this
pasture we atopped nnd “nooned it as grags was
fine ‘hhd our horses certalnly relluhed the feed.
lob, Louls and Myself were riding borseback and
of course this made the trip more enjoyable as we
oould akirmish alongslde of the rond and hunt and
In (his maoner we kept the outfit woll supplied
with game while on the move. That day we nooned
al Tiepéte Lake, where we killed several ducks,
but did wnot tarry long enough to have them for
dinner, After a good dinner we felt much better,
&0 were up and away as we wanted to get to the
monntuing where game was plentiful, That even-
ing we arrived at Borro or Fox Creek where we

found excellent water, but encountered one of the
worst gravel beds about 50O yards across, and in
crossing (his we had to assist the chuck wagon
ovar.

Up bright and early next morning and away In
& rosh as the mountaing were our goal, Durlng
Lhis day In the forenoon nothing of any importance
happened, but long about sundown business be
gan e plek up, We had just arrived at the
Baballos (Horse Creok) and watered our horses
and Inthnded golng beyond about three miles

He wade for the slde of a nearby hill
and L was my Intention to head him off to keep
bim from entering a cave. Glving my horse -full
rein and extra hard spur thrust | was able to
turn Me. Baar and by doing this I got him started
acroes a somoewhat level place, Riding along.
slde al n distance of about 160 feet 1 took my
first shot, hitting him In the fleshy part of the
hind teg, bnt this seemed only to make Bruln
run the faster. Seelog 1 would have to do better
than thiz 1 tried to get closer, but could not
make it.

My horse reallzed the posi-
tion he wus lp and 1 had to ride to keep my sont
ns thers was some high jumping and quick wark
done which all happened In a fow minutes. After
the hear tare logse from the horse's tall he stum-
bled over to ome side and stood thers with his
bead down, hadly wounded. One more sbot fin-
fshod bim and 1 was somowhat glad of It as my
Blood was pumping wildly and neded s rest after

oaslons we had to walk
and lead our horses so As
o pass over some of the
roughest places. The dogs
finally stopped our pan-
ther and as | was ahead I
located him first sitting on
a rock upon the side of a
big bluf, ao, taking no
chances as to his getling
away, 1 let go at him,
striking him in the stom-
mch. This shot knocked
him off the rock but did
not kill him. He rolled
down among the dogs and
businesa was good for &
few minutes, but Mr. Pan-
ther was getting weak and
could not hold oul any
longer, so turned In his
checks. We measured him
to be 8 feet 2 Inches from
tip to tip. Good size, don't
you think?

Next morning Bob killed
two fine bucks and I kill-
ed one.

had. Was "something out of

the ordinary and n llttle differ-
ent"” and that't what we all want. Hob belng
nesrby came to my nsslstonce and we both placed
the bear on my horse and carried It over to the
camp where we skinned the pelt,

That evening we eamped at Xl Remado, where
the eoyoles were very plentiful, but we did not
stop early epough to place our traps. We had
five well-tralned hounds on this trip. The next
morning Louls killed a fine specimen of n coyote,
Iarge, with fine fur and ntee color. That evening
wae entered “Clbolo” (Buffalo) canyon, which to
start with wns quit shy of water. Just at the en
trance 'tin awfully rough and very slow golng, s0
rather than to take chances of a break-down we
declded to walt till moming and then gel an
early atart so we could make It through this pass
In one day, That day we hunted both sldes of
the rond for “tenaho” or pot holes which most
generally contain water if one ean find one where
the eattle cannot reach, Luck was with us as we
found one of these “pots” near the road which
bad suficlent water to witer all the horses. The
balance of the distance we had to nssist the wag-
on by the pld of the “saddle hornes” on account
of bad roads and the grade was continually golng
higher,

That morning Louls killed a deer and the same
evening I killed a big biack tall buck, very fat
and n fine speclmen. We only made about ten
miles that day but were up early next morning
g0 a8 ta reach the water hole as the water gues
tion war nomething serious and we had to arranges
our traveling accordingly, We passed through a
grassy strip of about five miles where grass was
fine ‘and green, These grass strips scemed to be
all through these mountains. [ suppose the rains
must have fallen In strenks. We reached the
water hole and watered the teams and filled kega
After a consultatlon we declded to return to the
grass to rest the horses and above all try and
got some black4anil deer. We reached this grass
aboutl noon as it was only sbout three miles from
the watering place. That evening we did not
find the deer ns axpected but were still In good
spirits as our horsea were doing nleely an the
greon grads.  After deolding to go further Into
the mountains as the Cerro Colorado (Red Moun-
tain) was our destination, we went back to the
waterhole. Bob, Louls and I rode on ahead of
the wagon and on the way over there notleed
where a panther had followed down the trail to
the waterhole. We went on down to the water
and watered the doga and then turned them loowe
on the panther's trall, an we were anxlous for »
chage and we had it from the very start. The old
dog "Remus” led off followed by the other four;
and let me tell you, gentle reader, we hud to do
gome riding po as to keep In touch with them.

The going was awfully rough and on several oe.

ful and could be had most
ny time.

On the top and sides of
these mountalns one fAnds
juniper trees covered with
berriea, white and red
oak, two kinds of cedar
and scrub onk or “shin.
ery.” besldesa numerous
other trees. Wild peara
geam to thrive there also.
All the deer killed on
these mountains were fat
and as fine fAavored meat
as one could wish,

After wandering around
over these mountaina till
about 3 p. m. we declded
to return (o camp. We
reached camp about 7 that
evening,

Next day nothing of any Interest happened and
after deciding to move over to a nearby canyon
we broke camp and rode about two miles further
where wood was plentiful and where we could
find large trees so we could hang the deer, ns we
wanted to cura the meat.

Returning to camp next merning [ found some
more good news as Louls had loeated a bear on top
of “Cerro Colorado” and had shot at him, but
being so far away did not hit him. This was
what we wanted—a bear chase with the dogs.
8o back to eamp came Louls and after a consulta-
tion we declded to walt till morning before start-
ing after the bear. The next morning we were
away before daylight, Bob and Louls golng horse-
back and leading the dogs while I want afoot up
through apother eanyon and we were to meet at
the top at & designated place.

1 was about half & mile acrogs a canyon, Louls
at another polnt, Bob at another and Henry, the
cook, could pot stand the temptation so he had to
follow, and was placed at another entranca, Dur
ing thls time the dogs were hot on the trall mak
ing good time, and if you have never been in such
s suspense as this just try getting on n prominent
polnt overlooking the entrance to several small
canyons and in hearing of a good pack of hounds

Thinga had begun to get Interesting now as the
dogs were getting neerer all the time and each of
us expecting the bear 1o come down through the

canyon where we were, Presently Louls hoard
something that sounded like the exhaust of an
automobile, and he knew, just the moment he
heard It, that it was the bear breathing, and a fat
bear mukes an awful breathing nolse when tired
and hot Louls made a run over to n small point,
as he knew the bear would come in through a
small cut, because he could hear the rocks rolling
off the side of the bill which was caused by the
bear coming down In such baste. When being
pursued by a pack of dogs and In close quarters a
bear will not run down hill but Just puts his head
down and forms himself Iy the shape of a ball
and rolls down blll. Rocks half the size of a
barrel weore falllog down these bluffs. Louls
rounded the polnt just In time to Intercept Bruin
and at o distance of about 30 feet let drive at
him with his 8010, hitting him in the heart.

He was educated
at Hareard and was admlitted to the
bar In 1B55. While never a politician
in the practieal rense hoa always took
an active Interest In public afMalrs and
during his legal career in New York
took a leading part in many of the re
form movements.

Iand. Thelr married Iife has been one
of happiness.

Mr. Choate, because of his unique personality, his exceptional mental and
physical endowment and his rare Intellectual and soclal powers, will be re-
membered as one of our strongest representatives at the British Court, While

in England Mr, Choate was a general

favorite.

CANADA'S ROYAL GOVERNOR

The Dominion of Canada deeply ap-
precinten the honor which has been
conferred on her by the appointment
of the Duke of Connaught as governor
general and will give his royal high-
ness a ost enthuslastic welcome on
his arrival, The distinction which Is
Canada's in having, as a representa-
tive of the British throne, an uncle of
King George will be more readily un-
derstood when It s stated that never
hefore has a prince of the royal blood
beéen sent as governor general to any
of the British possessions over the
seas. The nearest approach to suth
distinction was when the Princess
Loulse, d\lllshlﬂl‘ of Queen Victoris,
resided In Canada with her husband,
the Marquis of Lorne, who was then
governor general. The marquis aft-
orward became and Is now the Duke
of Argyle.

The Duke of Connaught Is the only
surviving son of Queen Victoria, He
was her third son and the sevénth of

her nine children. His surviving sisters are Helena, Princess Christian:
Loulse, Duchess of Argyle, and Beatrice, Princess Henry of Battenburg. If
80 good a mother ns Queen Viectoria justly may be sald to have had a fa-
vorite gon, then Arthur Willlam Patrick Albert, Duke of Connaught, was
that son, just as the Princess Beatrice may be said to have been her favorite

daughter.

The duke was born in 1850, shortly after a vislt which Queen

Victoria made to Iroland, and it Is due to an incldent of that visit that he
bears the name Patrick. In 1897 the duke married the beautiful Princess
Louise, of Prussin, second cousin to the present Kalser. He has three chil-

dren.
